ſufficient warrantfor their yoyages and diſpatches, vnder the handes of our principall Secretaries,any Am- 

baſſadots, or others ſufficiently authorized; Which notwithſtanding diuers diſauowed perſons haue vicd to 

intrude themſclues,contrary toallgood order: Inconfiderationof which inconuenicnces paſt, Wedoc here- 

by ftraightly prohibireand forbid all perſons whatlocuer, directly or indire@tly , to gather vp,recciue, bring 

inorcary outof this Realme, any Letters, or pacquets, without the allowance or ordinary addreſſe and 

diſpach ofthefaid Maſtersand Comprrollers of the Poſtes reciproquely , or their Depuries,or ſhalbe ſuffi 

ciently authorized as isaforclaid. And therefore Our will and pleaſure is , That you the Lord Treaſourerof 
England,and Lord Wardenof Our ( inque-pores, together with Our Maſterand Comptroller generall of all 

OurPoſtes,cauſe publique knowledge to begiuen thereof vntoall Merchants, both Strangersand others,of 
Our Citic of London, andall others whom it may oroughtto concerne, that ncither they norany for them, 

doc hercafter take ypon them opcaly, nor vnderhand, to employ any dilauowed perſon in thecarying of 
their Letters, but to vſcſuch onely as ſhalbe found lawfully appointed for that ſeruice. To which effect alſo 

We docexpreſlely will and command by theſe preſents all Maiors, Sheriffes, Tuſtices of Peace, Bailiffes,andall 

| ſpeciall Commiſſioners, And more ſpecially all Searchers of Our Ports,andall other Our Officers, and Mini- 

ſters whereſocuer in their ſcucrall Iuriſdictionsand Offices,to make diligent (earch of all Males,Bougets,and 

other carriages, ofall ſuch diſauowed Curriers, Meſſengers or ſuſpeted perſons, comming in,or going out of 
the Realme with Pacquetsor Letters, andall ſuch ſo diſcouered,to apprehend and ſtay, keeping them in fafe 

cuſtodic yntill by the view of their wrighrings ſcntvp to Our Priuic Counſcl,itbee ſcencand aduiſed whar 

ſhalbe further done with them.
